Time To Start Planting Corn 
In Your Home Gardens, Says 


Supervisor in Today's Article 


(Editor's Note: In this ar- 


ticle, Mary Johnstone, garden- 
ing supervisor, takes up the 
planting of corn. Other arti- 
cles trill follow 
from time to 


time.)

It is time to start planting sweet 


corn, so perEaps we had best talk 
about that for a little time -this 
afternoon. 
One of the most im- 


portant things to remember about 
sweet corn r9 the variety desired. 
If you want to plant Golden Ban- 
tam you must plant some every 10 
to 14 days for it ripens quickly. 
On the other hand, i£ you plant an 
Evergreen you will not have to 
piant so often for they last longer. 
Most people like Golden Bantam 
best. 


In planting Golden Bantam, the 


rows should be about 
two 
feet 
apart, the kernels planted about 2 
inches deep and 
about 4 
inches 


apart. As ooon as the plants are 
about four inches high, thin them 
to. about a foot apart. Plant more 
every 10 to 14 days. 
If yon are planting one of the 


Evergrens or some other variety, 
make the rows about three feet 
apart and put the kernels about 3 
inches deep and 6 to 7 inches apart 
in the row. 
. 
And now about the cultivation of 


the garden for this week. After 
the rain of last wek it will be nec- 
essary to rake all the garden to 
make a dust mulch—"loose .sugar. 
Also all the vegetables which are 
sprouted may be hoed. Do this 
carefully so as not to cut off any 
of the plants. Pnll all the weeks in 
the row and so cannot be got at 
with the hoe. Now is the time to 
get rid of them.

Cannot- remove except for a viola- 
tion of legal duty, established by 
legal proof, he cannot enforce his 
directions, and is impotent to se- 
cure law enforcement.
